Pickup Program

The refuse pickup program is 
off to a successful start, accor- 
ding to Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin and Public 
Works Director Robert 
McQuade, who both reported to 
the selectmen Monday night they 
were very pleased with the 
progress to date. 

Both the refuse pickup and the 
recycling program have gone 
through the first complete week 
and well into the second week of 
operation with only minor 
problems. 

The use of the red bags, a 
stronger receptacle than those 
normally offered in stores, is 
proving acceptable to the 
townspeople, the manager said, 
reporting very few complaints 
with the overall program to date. 

The recycling program, which 
is handled by Andover contractor 
Donald Craig, was in its second 
week, this week concentrating on 
glass collection. 

Last week’s first venture into 
the recycling effort, produced 20 
tons of paper. Normal weekly 
deposit of paper for recycling at 
the former landfill site was nine 
tons, 

This week there was some mix- 
up on the curbside collection 
routes as some residents again 
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placed paper for collection. 

The manager pointed out that 
only one recyclable item can be 
collected during a given week 
and advised checking the 
schedule to be sure the proper 
items are being placed along the 
specified route. 

The general contractor, South

‘Selectmen Table Insurance 
Matter, Park Decision 
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The Selectmen Monday night 
tabled decisions on town in- 
surance and on the matter of 
youthful drinking on town proper- 
ty. 
As for the insurance program, 
the board will await further in- 
formation on reviewing the 
coverage it has on municipal 
buildings from the Insurance Ad- 
visory committee. 

The matter of drinking 
alcoholic beverages on town 
parks, will await receipt of 
regulations governing parks in 
other communities, particularly 
Lawrence. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin proposed that the town’s 
insurance program be reviewed 
and recommended that an out- 
side independent agency be 
retained to provide the service. 

Eugene A. Bernardin, a 
member of the town’s advisory 
group, was present at the session 
and said he felt the local group, 
made up of agents who have been 
in business in Andover five years 
or more, could perform the same 
service at no cost to the town. 

Bernardin pointed out that the 
commissions on the municipal 
coverage, are split among the 
local agencies, so this should not 
be a factor. 

Betterly Associates of 
Worcester had proposed to per- 
form the survey for the town at a 
cost of between $3,000 and $4,000. 

Chairman Roger W. Collins felt 
that possibly an independent sur- 
vey would be beneficial to the 


town and expressed the hope that 
such would prove the town is 
carrying an adequate program. 

Selectman Milton Greenberg 
also favored an independent ap- 
proach but also considered the 
benefits of the local committee 
performing the work. 

It was suggested by Greenberg 
that the local group provide a 
more complete proposal rather 
than the outline presented the 
board this week for consideration 
at a later meeting, which Bernar- 
din agreed to. 

As for the drinking problem, 
Selectman George E.. Heseltine 
reported that he was apprised of 
the matter through complaints 
received. 

He said that he had checked 


and found that there had been 
drinking taking place at the park 
in front of Memorial Auditorium. 
Heseltine said that it was not 
only 18-year-olds, who can now 
legally drink, but from his obser- 
vation, there were 13 to 16-year- 
olds also drinking. 

The park, he said, was littered 
with beer cans and bottles, thus 
presenting problems to the parks 
department in making daily 
clean up of the area. 

The selectman suggested that 
the town obtain park regulations 
from Lawrence to further ex- 
amine the matter at the next 
meeting. 

The board agreed to examine 
the matter more fully at the next 
meeting.

down his findings last week. 

The pony association contend- 
ed that it was a non-profit 
organization and conducted the 
races for recreation. No wager- 
ing took place on the races. 

The board of appeals heard the 
case in March of 1972 and filed its 
denial findings in April of 1972. 

Races were conducted subse- 
quent to the finding and halted by 
Andover police. 

The owner of the property, 
Walter Disbrow constructed a 
half mile track on the property in 
1956 and the zoning by-law was 
adopted in 1964. 

The court in its finding noted 
that although the association 


seeks to utilize a smaller track 
on the locus, being one-quarter 
mile in length, the increased ac- 
tivity and size of the operation 
negates any contention that the 
present use is a non-conforming 
use. 

Judge Cross ruled on the 
organizational structure of the 
pony trotting association and rul- 
ed that the use of the property by 
them was not of an ‘“‘education,”’ 
nature and that for recreation, 
the general public is benefitted 
only incidentally if at all. 

The court ruled that the zoning 
board acted properly in denying 
the permit in that use of the locus 
made by the association is not in 
harmony with the general pur- 
pose and intent of the Andover 
zoning by-law.

McQuade reported this week that 
for the first time in probably 20 
years, Andover had a full pond on 
the Fourth of July, due to recent 
wet spells. 

The rains were more than 
beneficial in view of the new 
treatment plant under construc- 
tion on the shores of Haggetts be- 
ing behind schedule. 

McQuade observed that 
without a substantial rainfall 
during the past several weeks, 
the town may have been in trou- 
ble as far as its water supply was

Andover’s 1973 tax bills will be

The town has distributed close 
to 100,000 of the red plastic bags 
and a new supply has been 
ordered to keep residents 
supplied with the only recep- 
tacles being picked up by the con- 
tractor. 

To Reopen ~ 

Meanwhile plans have been 
completed for the reopening of 
the Chandler Road landfill area 
for the deposit of leaves, brush 
and trees. 

The area will be open on 
Wednesdays, beginning July 18 
from noon to 5 p.m, and on Satur- 
day from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

The town manager said that 
residents may deposit such items 
as grass clippings, brush, leaves, 
and wood from minor alterations 
in homes. No general building 
destruction material will be 
allowed, nor will industrial 
wastes by permitted. 

Also to be accepted at the site 
will be rubber tires. The town is 


concerned, 

The treatment plant, due for 
completion late last year, was, 
by this time supposed to be 
supplying treated water from the 
Merrimack river into Haggetts 
for storage. 

The plant may be in operation 
early this fall. 

The DPW director reported 
that a dry spell in the early spr- 
ing brought about some fears for 
the level of the pond, but when 
the rains came, they came 
steadily to maintain the high 
water level. 

In addition, the wet weather 
relieved a usual drain on the 
supply. 

In the spring season watering 
of lawns and shrubbery generally 
takes place in abundance. This 
year, such was unnecessary, 
since nature took care of the 
feeding.

High in our preference, 
however, has been the Society 
Promoting American Insular 
Naturalness whose initials just 
happen to point the direction in 
which we normally search: 
SPAIN. 

A few days ago we started out 
from Boothbay Harbor with a 
Maine Audubon group toward 
Spain and got as far as Monhegan 
Island where naturalness has 
reached an epitome. 

If one wishes to see what a new 
England island may have looked 
like before the palefaces peeled 
it, Monhegan may be the prime 
example among inhabited 
offshore real estate. 

One might say that a heavy in- 
filtration of artists may have 
something to do with the general 
environment of Monhegan. Yet, 
one suspects that most of the 
really beneficial land-use prac- 
tices that can be seen so plainly 
on Monhegan stem from a 
vigorous ability to vote ‘‘No!”’ at 


town meetings. 

With due respect to regional, 
town and land-use planners, 
much of the great progress in the 
right direction made on 
Monhegan undoubtedly has 
grown from the inability of these 
heavy thinkers to make any im- 
pact other than revulsion upon 
the islanders. 

Anyway, as we said, we went 
island-inspecting under the 
general guise of a birding trip. 
There are plenty of birds on 
Monhegan, But the island has 
become so overgrown with trees 
that one only can hear them. 
Anyhow, there’s nothing out on 
the island iuat one could not find 
on the mainland - - except a 
natural forest, that is. 

Since on the first day of the 
two-day trip rain poured at 
tropical intensity and none of us 
could see very clearly, we actual- 
ly got on the cathedral trail 
before getting lost. Usually, we 
get lost and never find the begin- 
ning of that particular trail. The 


cathedral trail has much to 
recommend it: mainly that it 
makes one feel as though walking 
through a green tunnel. 
Coniferous and hardwood trees 
arch over the trail, blocking out 
everything from the sky, except 
rain. 

While on the trail, different 
groups of trekkers either en- 
countered three wood peewees 
that flew down and hunted for 
insects among them. Or, one 
wood peewee flew down and 
demonstrated friendliness with 
three different groups. Some 
helpful crows chased an osprey 
across a brief opening through 
the tree canopy at just the right 
time to be seen. And a male 
redstart sat in the open on 
another trail and kept calling 
attention to himself through 
song. 

Probably the most unusual liv- 
ing thing we saw was the plant 
known as yellow-rattle. It has a 
yellow snapdragon blossom 
protruding from a flattened 
bladder. Sort of like a bladder 
campion that went wrong. One 
may find it in northern New 
England and Canada and there 
are herbarium samples from as 
far south as Connecticut. But sur- 
ely it seldom grows so commonly 
as it does on Monhegan. 

The thing to see on Monhegan, 
of course, is Monhegan.

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Editorial Comment 


The Parks 


Selectman George E. Heseltine has brought forth a 
concern to be shared by all with regard to the municipal 
parks and playgrounds. 

At the Monday night ‘meeting of the selectmen, 
Heseltine noted that he had received complaints concer- 
ning activity of youths in the town’s various public 
parks, particularly the consumption of alcoholic 
beverages. 

The selectman said that he had from time to time 
made personal inspections of some of the areas and found 
the problem to be apparent and amplifying. 

The case is similar to that involving property in North 
Andover, where youths were banned from high school 
property for failure to comply with regulations and the 
consumption of alcoholic beverages. 

In North Andover school officials emphasized that 
reduction of the drinking age did not imply that such 
beverages could be brought to school grounds. 

So too, is the case in Andover, with its public parks and 
playgrounds. 


Heseltine noted, in his comments, that the problem . 


seemed not just limited to those youths with the new age 
of freedom, but extended down to 13 to 16-year olds, from 
his observation. . 

From our cursory observations of youthful activities at 
the parks, both in daylight and evening hours, there is 
cause for concern. 

It has been decided to seek park regulations from other 
communities, particularly Lawrence, and to examine the 
matter at the next meeting of the board. 

It is no longer an easy solution to simply ask the police 
to make more frequent checks of the area. 

They must be armed with the authority of the town to 
properly supervise the parks and enforce regulations. 
Too, violators must be found actually in the process of 
breaking laws in order to make any charges stick. 

Also, it must be borne in mind, that simply moving the 
youths from the park, does not remove the problem, for, 
assuredly, they will move somewhere else. 

It is, indeed, a problem, one we hope the officials will 
be able to resolve, although admittedly not easily, and 
will require co-operation of not just the community 
leaders, but youths and parents alike. 


New Setup 


The administrative restructuring of the school ad- 
ministration seems to us, to be a step in the right direc- 
tion. 

Basically the new format, as approved by the school 
committee last week, provides for a reassignment of 
duties by various administrators. 

It also utilizes department heads for teaching time, 
and places in operation a chain of command. 

Each of the school principals is now in charge of his

building inclusive of professional and non-professional 


personnel. 


We might still argue the need for a second assistant 
superintendent, which in essence is likewise a reassign- 
ment of duties, as we view the new setup. 

But, in essence, the realignment of the administrative 
structure and assignment of duties, seems to be a proper 


move. 


It provides for better utilization of personnel in key ad- 


ministrative positions. 


It also provides some economies. 

While the basic saving on the surface is in the area of 
$70,000, the ultimate cost reduction is about one-half that 
amount, since some of the financing of positions will be 
from teacher salary accounts. 

The redesign of the administrative structure had been 
requested by the school committee. 

It is hoped that the new alignment will provide for the 
predicted savings and the more effective use of ad- 
ministrators, to the benefit of the taxpayer.

As a 
result, bleach-shortened paper 
fibers can be put to fewer uses 
when recycled. 

That’s less of a problem now - 
at least for the recycling of 
Yellow Pages. 

Western Electric is using a 
new yellow dye for the big golden 
book. Identical in color to the dye 
used for years in the manufac- 
ture of Yellow Pages paper, the 
new dye can be bleached out of 
the paper with milder bleaching 
agents that act fast without 
damaging the paper’s wood fiber 
content. Because of this innova- 
tion, out-of-date Yellow Pages 
books can now be recycled into 
newsprint and other paper 
products in white or other colors.

The Townsman — 


75 Years Ago - July, 1898 

Thomas E. Rhoades complain- 
ed in court Monday that he was a 
victim of police molesting.

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Examining Numbers For 
Better Program Plans 


July 2 was the official opening 
date of the Recreation / Com- 
munity Schools summer 
programing. Our playgrounds 
opened, the Interest / Enrich- 
ment activities for elementary 
students began, swimming 
lessons at Pomps Pond started, 
we had our first band concert of 
the season in Central Park, the 
Boston Children’s Theatre made 
its annual visit to Andover, we 


‘participated in the July 4th 


Celebration and Jr. and Sr. High 
School activities were initiated. 
The week of July 2 was a very 
busy week for this department. 

Things are a little calmer this 
week. Our instructors are settl- 
ing down. The logistical 
problems of transporting 
children to tennis lessons and 
helping people to adjust to a 
revised bus schedule are easing. 
We've been having staff 
meetings with our summer 
employees almost daily. 

Now, as these problems ease, 
we are beginning to turn our 
attention to another aspect of our 
work. We are beginning to look at 
numbers. - 

Numbers have an enormous 
significance to us in the Recrea- 
tien / Community School Depart- 
ment. One of the criteria, 
although not the only one, of a 
successful program is the 


number of people who par- 


ticipate. The numbers we collect 
can be used to ascertain much 
important data that is necessary 
to the successful operation of this 
department. 

I would like to show you a case 
in point. I’m going to use just one 
part of the summer program to 
illustrate how numbers work for 
us. 

We have already totaled the 
enrollment for our summer 
elementary Interest/Enrichment 
activities, held at West School, 
East Jr. High, Sanborn School 
and the Ballardvale Community 
Center. Our number is 2,240. That 
means we totaled the names 
registered for each class such as 
tennis, guitar, arts and crafts, 
woodworking, etc. at the four 
locations. That was step one. 
Now we will break down the 
numbers by each location to find 
the relative success of each 
program at each location. We 
will examine each class in an ef- 
fort to find the reasons why a 
class might be successful at East 
and not at Sanborn or visa versa. 
We will go back to the original 
enrollment sheets and compile 
addresses in order to determine 
where our enrollees come from 
in Andover. That information 
will be reviewed in respect to our 
inter-playground bus service. We 
will list the number of multiple 
enrollments we have. 


Before the end of the summer 
every program and each activity 
will be examined in this manner. 
All our conclusions will go on 
file, for use next year. By this 
manner the department builds a 
body of knowledge of facts, 
preferences and needs of the peo- 
ple of Andover. Through this in- 
formation we can approach each 
summer’s programing in- 
telligently. I’ve listed the figure 
2,240 for attendance in one part of 
our summer program. That 
number will tell us a great deal 
about Recreation / Community 
School programing before we are 
through with it.

Employment 
Statistics 
Are Static 


Unemployment increased 
slightly in May, according to 
Richard C. Gilliland, Director of 
the Massachusetts Division of 
Employment Security. The 
seasonally adjusted unemploy- 
ment rate rose to 6.9 percent in 
May, up from 6.7 percent in 
March and April 

Employment’ Security 
statistics indicate there has been 
little change in the state’s un- 
employment levels since last 
fall. While considerable recovery 
has been made from the reces- 
sion peak of 7.8 percent un- 
employed in April 1972, un- 
employment rates during the 
past six-months have ranged 
from 6.6 to 6.9 percent. The 
national unemployment rate has 
been similarly static during this 
period, varying between much 
lower limits of 5.0 and 5.2 per- 
cent. 

These stubbornly high un- 
employment levels have per- 
sisted despite substantial in- 
creases in employment 
throughout recent months. Total 
state employment increased 21,- 
900 from April to May, a gain that 
would normally have pared down 
unemployment. However, un- 
employment remained high 
because of an increase of 22,500 
in the work force and the return 
to employment of several thou- 


. sand workers who had been in- 


‘volved in labor disputes in April. 
Director Gilliland stated that the 
basic problem in the 
Massachusetts economy is its in- 
ability to generate enough new 
employment to take care of the 
rapidly increasing number of 
persons now seeking work. 
During May employment in all 
manufacturing industries was up 
17,900 over the prior year with 
the durable goods sector accoun- 
ting for all of the gain. Non- 
manufacturing industries . also 
continued to expand, with 
employment once again reaching 
a record level for the month. 


Nearly 11,000 jobs were added in | 


the month, half of them in the 
seasonally expanding construc- 
tion industry. 

On a non-seasonally adjusted 
basis, the increase in statewide 
unemployment was only 3,800 
persons. During May all eight of 
the state’s larger standard 
metropolitan statistical areas 
once again had unadjusted rates 
exceeding 6.0 percent unemploy- 
ment, thus continuing to be 
classified by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor as areas of sub- 
stantial labor surplus. In the 
Boston Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Area, the sharp rise in 
unemployment may have 
resulted from increasing job op- 
portunities that attracted an 
even larger labor force.

Good °¢73 
Apple Crop 
Predicted 


The apple crop in New England 
is expected to be up about six 
percent over last year, and it will 
rise nationally as well, according 
to the annual early 
‘‘Guesstimate’’ of the Inter- 
national Apple Institute, the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) reported this 
week. 

‘‘With most other crops 
reported short,’’ said Jim 
Cassidy, MDA apple marketing 
specialist, ‘‘the apple report 
brings some sunshine to an 
otherwise gloomy consumer 
scene.” 

Apples generally were off in 
1972, Cassidy noted, with smaller 
fruit as well as shorter crops. 
This year’s harvest should bring 
good, large apples to market, 
with all the quality and variety 
consumers demand. 

But apple prices will not drop 
appreciably, says Cassidy. ‘They 
won’t go up, but they won’t really 
go down, either. Despite the in- 
crease in the crop, the cost of 
growing has risen to balance it.” 

Apples are the most widely- 
grown fruit in this country, being 
produced for market in 38 states. 
Apple growers and marketers 
from these states and from 
abroad comprise the Inter- 
national Apple Institute, which 
meets periodically in Traverse 
City, Michigan. Their annual 
‘“‘Guesstimate,’’ this year held on 
June 27, consistently falls within 
one percent of the actual harvest. 

New England produces prac- 
tically all of the Macs grown in 
the U.S., with Michigan the only 
other source. The Mac will ac- 
count for 70 percent of the local 
harvest, with the rest in Red and 
Golden Delicious, Cortland and 
Rome. A number of other 
varieites are found here, but in 
minute amounts relative to the 
overall market. 

The McIntosh requires» high 
elevations and a cool climate. It 
is being grown experimentally in 
northern California for the first 
time this year.

Basis of the early season apple 
crop estimate is the **set,’’ or 
pollination of the trees.

Flood 
Disaster 


Plan 


By Polly Bradley 

Every flood victim whose 
home or business was damaged 
or destroyed by New England’s 
latest floods, and every city or 
town or state official who had to 
deal with the flooding should see 
“The Flooding River,’’ a movie 
by Lincoln Brower, and “The 
Rapid City Disaster,’ a slide 
show by Robie Hubley. 

“The Flooding River’’ shows 
how nature uses the river to 
create a fertile, living area in the 
flood plains - - an area rich in 
natural life and an area which 
when farmed is as good as any 
farmland in the world. When the 
river floods, as every river does 
periodically, a new layer of fer- 
tile soil is laid down to keep the 
land perpetually enriched. New 
England’s most productive 
farmland is in its river bottoms. 

When the movie was admitted 
to court as evidence in favor of a 
natural river ecosystem instead 
of proposed dams in the 
Tennessee - Tombigbee case, an 
irate proponent of flood-control 
dams asked Brower and Hubley, 
“Why don’t you show the other 
side of the coin - - what happens 
when a river floods uncontrolled 
in a town?” 

The result was “The Rapid 
City Disaster,’’ now a slide show, 
but eventually to be done in 
movie form, available next year. 


What about towns already built 
on flood plains? 

Hubley’s plan is: 

1. Permit no further building 
on flood plains. 

2. Build local dikes and em- 
bankments to protect houses 
already there. 

3. Institute a fast, accurate, 
and widely disseminated system 
of early flood warnings. 

4. When the big flood finally 
comes, don’t help people rebuild 
in the same place with tax- 
payers’ funds. 

Rapid City has learned its 
lesson: It has instituted a strict 
flood plain zoning law. Other 
cities and towns should do the 
same. 

Hubley will show ‘‘The 
Flooding River’? and/or ‘The 
Rapid City Disaster’’ to ‘‘any 
group which is willing to sit still 
long enough.’’ Inquiries may be 
addressed to him at the 
Massachusetts Audubon 
Society’s Arcadia Wildlife Sanc- 
tuary, Easthampton, Mass.
